WASHINGTON <AP) - A hail of 
Congressional opposition has greeted a 
suggestion that President Nixon may 
try to fight inflation by increasing in­ 
come taxes temporarily and returning 
the extra funds to taxpayers later. 
The purpose of the tax increase 
would be to take money out of the 
economy, to help slow the current 
economic boom. 
If the report 
given 
newsmen 
Thursday by Presidential Counselor 
Melvin R. I^aird was intended as a trial 
balloon — as some 
congressmen 
suggested — it may well have been 
punctured. 
Laird, Nixon’s principal domestic 
aide, emphasized there had been no 
decision to send Congress the plan, 
which he attributed to Federal 
Reserve Chairman Arthur F. Burns. 
Listing it as one of a number of ideas 
under consideration, Laird said the 
proposal was to impose a surcharge, 
probably of 10 per cent, so that a 
person who normally paid $1,000 in 
taxes would pay $1,100 instead. The 
extra $100 would be refunded in two to 
five years, after inflation abated. 
“ This is not the same as a tax in­ 
crease,” Laird argued, holding the 
plan would not violate Nixon’s pledge 
against increasing taxes. 
But most representatives and 


senators who commented didn’t see it 
that way. 
“ It looks like a trial balloon they are 
already backing away from,” said 
Rep. A1 Ullm an, D-Ore., acting 
chairman of the tax-writing House 
Ways and Means Committee. 
Throughout last year’s campaign, 
Nixon promised spending control 
policies that would avoid the need to 
raise taxes. He said, for example, in an 
Oct. 7, 1972, radio speech, “ America 
needs not a tax increase, but tax 
relief.” 
In his message to Congress last 
Monday, Nixon said, 
“ This ad­ 
ministration continues its strong op­ 
position to a tax increase.” 
Ullman said of the proposal "I 
couldn’t support it. I favor a loophole- 
closing tax bill that would raise 
revenue.”

D ETRO IT ( AP) - More than 127,000 
auto workers are ready to strike 
Chrysler Corp. tonight if bargainers 
meeting behind closed doors fail to 
reach a contract agreement. 
Because of a ban imposed Thursday 
evening on public comment about 
progress, there is no indication today 
of the status of the talks. 
Recently, United Auto Workers 
President Leonard Woodcock had told 
newsmen that the imposition of a 
blackout “ would tell our workers we 
are on our way home.”

The talks adjourned shortly before 
midnight Thursday and were to 
resume today at 9 a.m.

WASHINGTON (A P ) - Director 
William E. Colby is shaking up the CIA 
in a move to provide himself and 
President Nixon with sharper esti­ 
mates of U.S. defense needs and 
developments in China, the Soviet 
Union and other sensitive world sec­ 
tors. 
Sworn in only 10 days ago, Colby 
plans to surround himself with about 10 
specialists — National Intelligence 
Officers who will be responsible for a 
specific subject, such as strategic 
weapons, or an area, such as China or 
I^atin America. 
They will replace the prestigious 
panel of “ wise old heads” who com­ 
prise the Board of National Estimates, 
which for more than 20 years has been 
responsible for preparing intelligence 
estimates. 
Through attrition the elite 10-man 
board of ex-ambassadors, admirals 
and generals is now down to five or six 
members including Living Merchant, 
a former undersecretary of state. 
Remaining at the 
apex of the 
government’s intelligence apparatus 
will be the United States Intelligence 
Board, headed by Colby. Its members 
are drawn from the National Security 
Agency, the Defense Intelligence 
Agency, the Treasury and State 
Departments, the Atomic Energy 
Commission and the F B I. Army, Navy 
and Air Force intelligence officers 
attend the meetings as “ observers.” 
The shakeup comes against a back­ 
drop of criticism that intelligence 
estimates have been too fuzzy and 
generalized, with dissent lost by the 
time they reach the CIA director. By 
giving a single specialist the re­ 
sponsibility for collating the divergent 
views, Colby hopes to have dissents 
funneled to him. 
He expects to draw most of the 10 
specialists from the CIA. Others may 
come from the Pentagon, the State 
Department or even college campus. 
They will be told they should not 
consider their jobs permanent, that 
they could be moved out within a few 
years, or their subjects or geographic 
areas abolished and others added in 
their place. 
Colby has not made any final choices 
from the three dozen or so candidates 
he 
is 
now 
considering.

has 
discussed the reorganization with 
several members of Congress, in­ 
cluding Sen. Stuart Symington, D-Mo., 
a prominent critic of some clandestine 
CIA operations but a strong supporter 
of the agency’s intelligence-estimating 
functions.

Price O f Bag els Ro u ses 
W rath O f Co n g ressman 


WASHINGTON ( A P ) 
The price of 
bagels is going up. 


This single economic fact of eating 
has been brought to the attention of the 
House by Rep. Bertram Podell, D-N.Y. 
He said the price jump has hit hard his 
bagel-loving constituents in New York 
City. 


“ The most recent casualty of Phase 
4 is a consumer item that is very 
popular in my district — the bagel,” 
Podell told the House. A bagel is a 
glazed, hard 
doughnut-shaped roll 
made of flour and water. It can be 
eaten by itself or, as often is the case, 
with cream cheese and smoked salmon 
or lox. 
“ For the past few years, the price of 
bagels had stabilized at eight to ten 
cents,” he said. 
“ Then Mr. Nixon arranged for the 
sale of one-quarter of America’s wheat 
harvest to the Soviet Union, giving 
inside information to a few speculators 
who were thus able to make a fortune 
on the deal. 
“ Fin ally, 
and 
incredibly, 
the 
President removed all price controls 


o n wheat. The result was a substantial 
increase in the cost of flour. As a 
result, rny constituents are now paying 
12 to 15 cents for a bagel, an increase of 
between 2 0 to 50 per cent,” Podell said. 
Podell said that despite the increase 
in price, labor costs and bakers’ profits 
have not risen. 
“ The blame lies squarely 
with 
President Nixon and Secretary of 
Agriculture (E a rl) Butz,” Podell said. 
“ The noted economist John Kenneth 
Galbraith 
recently 
remarked 
that 
having these men administer price 
controls is analogous to putting the 
Paulist Fathers in charge of a birth 
control clinic,” Podell added. 
Podell said a complete redirection of 
national priorities is needed. “ Much 
more is at stake than merely the price 
of bagels. The President’s electoral 
mandate gave him the responsibility to 
represent the interests of all the 
people, not just the wealthy few. “ It is 
time for Mr. Nixon to wake up to the 
realities of the consumers’ nightmare, 
and by his actions to justify the faith 
placed in him by so many Americans,”

Trade Talks 
Scheduled 
In Geneva 


TOKYO (AP) — The world’s large 
and small trading nations agreed 
today to start two years of wide- 
ranging trade negotiations in Geneva 
on Oct. 24. 


The ministerial conference of the 
General Agreement on Tariffs Trade 
ended its three-day meeting in Tokyo 
with the adoption of ground rules for 
the Nixon Round of talks to reduce 
tariffs and other restrictions on in­ 
ternational trade. For the first time, 
the emphasis will be on reducing the 
800 or so nontariff obstacles many 
nations have raised. 


The 77 developing countries, a polite 
term for those struggling to achieve 
the prosperity enjoyed by the in­ 
dustrialized nations, have been singled 
out to receive preferences which it is 
hoped 
will 
give 
their 
lagging 
economies a shot in the arm. 
The 25 desperately poor nations 
among them are listed for more 
special treatment. 


Whether they get all this will depend 
largely on how united they are in 
Geneva. Pakistani Ambassador Niaz 
Ahmad Naik, chairman of the 77- 
nation group, said he was “ generally 
satisfied” with the guidelines laid 
down in the declaration adopted by the 
conference. He said he would call at 
least two meetings of the group before 
October to hammer out specific ap­ 
proaches that the developing nations 
will take. 


The trade negotiations will be the 
first multilateral global initiatives 
since the end of the Kennedy Round in 
1967. That brought tariffs in the 
developed nations down an average 35 
per cent.

Remember the Food for 
Peace p rogram which for y ears 
has been feeding millions of 
p eop le in 100 countries? The 
p rogram still ex ists, but the 
food it has been sup p ly ing the 
“p oorest of the p oor” in other 
lands is being shut off by the 
instability in the American food 
market. 
The Agriculture Dep artment, 
which buy s wheat, flour, 
vegetable oil and other items to 
be distributed by p riv ate 


agencies, has stop p ed buy ing.

Inflationary Villian 


William D. Pardridg e, the self-sty led 
“ disag reeable 
economlst,, 
of 
Stanardsv ille, Va., who qpectattses in 
shattering ly

serv ations, puts the blame for much of 
our inflation on the computer. 
Since the computer in an unthinking 
workhorse, utterly dependent for its 
answers on what human being s put 
into it, how can a mere technological 
dev ice be an activ e promoter of the 
dollar’s collapse? The answer is that 
mass credit, on the inflationary scale 
that is used today , would be much too 
costly a bookkeeping proposition if the 
computer did not ex ist to retriev e data 
instantaneously , to g rind out the bills, 
to fig ure the interest rates, to do 
elaborate bookkeeping without the 
interv ention of the human hand, and to 
reckon the actuarial chances of losing 
important sums on delinquent ac­ 
counts. If all the paper work inv olv ed 
in the phenomenon of mass credit had 
to be done by Dickensian clerks using 
quill pens at rooltop desks, the cost of It 
would quickly kill the whole idea. 
This is Bill Pardridg e’s theory , « nd 
it is brilliantly obv ious. I can claim to 
be the cataly tic ag ent in prov oking it, 
for I drew a snappish response when I 
commended to him the reports of the 
Federal Reserv e Bank of St. Louis, 
which g iv e the lie to out supposed 
inflation fig hters in WAshing ton, D.C., 
by telling the truth about the continual 
month-by -month creation of ov er­ 
supply of paper purchasing power, as 
ev idenced by the g ov ememnt flushing 
of the money stock, there must be 
added the mass credit that has zoomed 
our total debt, public and priv ate, to 
well ov er $2,000 billiob.

New, wtth antibiotics and refined 
surg ical techniques, it is possible to 
remov e cancerous and benig n tumors 
of the bowel so that people can attain 
normal long ev ity .

Modem colostomy appliances are so 
near-perfect that no one other than y ou 
and her doctor need know any thing 
about the ex isting condition. 
Slowly , y our wife’s sense of 
depression will disappear as she draws 
on her inner reserv e and learns to take 
her rig htful place in her home and 
community . 
There are now g roups of national 
and local “ colostomy clubs” composed 
of people who are functioning with 
colostomy opening s and who hav e 
conquered the emotional impact of the 
stiuation. 
Many of these people are dedicating 
themselv es to g oing to the hospitals 
and v isiting new colostomy patients to 
demonstrate how free they are from 
any social embarrassment. 
The discomfort of a colostomy will 
be ov erwhelming ly compensated by 
y our wife’s sustained g ood health.

As for the educators. Donald Smith, 
senior vice president at the University 
of W isconsin, sees the program 
spreading to the entire Midwest. 
“ It makes a great deal of sense for 
the states to cut through the jungle of 
tuition and establish a common m ar­ 
ket for students across state borders,”

Largest M onthly 


Living Increase 


OTTAWA (AP) — Canada reco rded 
its larg est mo nthly rise in liv ing co sts 
in mo re than 2 2 y ears in Aug ust, a leap 
o f 1.3 per cent that was certain to bring 
criticism o f Prime Minister Pierre 
Ellio tt Trudeau’s pro po sals to co mbat 
inflatio n. 
The Aug ust increase was led by a 3 .2 
per cent bo o st in fo o d co sts, the larg est 
in that categ o ry in 13 mo nths. 
Statistics Canada, which repo rted 
the fig ures, said the o v er-all 1.3 per 
cent hike in liv ing co sts was the 
steepest since February 1951, during 
the Ko rean War. 
The latest hike pushed liv ing co sts 
up 8.3 per cent abo v e a y ear earlier, 
also the steepest annual rise since 1951.

Psst! Hey Teachers! Students! 
Parents! Somebody out there! It’s that 
time of year again. Lessons. Assign­ 
ments in the Library, We are back on 
our winter schedule again, and already 
young people and parents have been 
coming in seeking material. We are 
sure many of the situations that arise 
are due to a lack of communication — 
teachers to students — students to 
parents — teachers to librarians — 
librarians to teachers. 
We have tried various ways of 
getting our message across — and 
have failed or been unheeded. So in 
spite of two unpacked boxes of new 
hooks we could talk about, we decided 
to face our annual lack of com­ 
munication problem head-on. 
Teachers, you can help students use 
the library by. . . 
Checking with the library before 
making assignments to be sure the 
necessary materials are available. 
Encouraging students to write down 
assignments in class. Sometimes these 
are not transmitted accurately to the 
librarian. 
Providing lists of assignments, 
questions, and reading lists for the 
librarian to use in the library. Lists 
should allow flexibility in required and 
voluntary reading. 
Teaching pupils how to use the card 
catalog, the Reader’s Guide to 
Periodical literature, and the index in 
a book. 
Explaining that on many current 
topics, information will be found only 
in magzines. The library has only 
general periodicals published in the 
last three years. 
Realizing 
that 
assignments 
requiring many pupils to use the same 
book creates problems. Notify the 
librarian so that she may limit the loan 
period of material on assigned sub­ 
jects. When the library is unable to 
supply information on 
a 
specific 
assignment, a form will be given to the 
student to inform the teacher of this. 
Encouraging 
the 
use 
of 
the 
photocopier (10 cents per page) and 
reminding students that the removal of 
pages from books or magazines is an 
offense punishable by law. 
Having one student, or a small 
committee rather than the entire class 
be asked to contribute statistics, 
pictures, or a story to the class. 
Accepting facts from encyclopedias, 
which sometimes offer the best or only 
material. 
We do think it is important to 
remember what a public library is. A 
generally accepted definition is — “ A 
library which provides free library 
service of a general nature to the 
people of the community.” Note the 
three points — service without charge; 
service general in nature; service for 
all people. Providing service of a 
general nature for all people, places a 
restriction upon providing extensive, 
specialized 
m aterial—such 
as 
curriculm back up material. This is a 
prim ary function of your school 
libraries. We cannot provide enough 
geographies on Africa, Tanzania, 
Botswana-of the type which has just 
once a year circulation-without 
depriving other residents of the county 
of wanted recreational and in­ 
formational materials. 
We had one meeting in the Spring 
with the school librarians to discuss 
our mutual problems—lack of money, 


inadequate collections, lack of com­ 
munication—especially with teachers. 
We are planning other meetings for 
this fall and next year to better co­ 
ordinate our efforts and prevent un­ 
necessary duplication of materials. . 
Your school librarians are eager to 
cooperate with you. Make them aware 
of your needs. It is just possible they 
have the exact information you want, 
or can tell you where to obtain it. 
Now it’s time to hop off our soap box! 
We couldn’t help it after our encounter 
last night with some frustrated parents 
and children. Because they asked, we 
were able to help them a little. But 
many do not ask, and go away 
defeated. 
From one of our education courses, 
we seem to remember that the best 
way to educate a child—or anyone is to 
motivate him to want to learn and find 
out for himself. This means helping 
students have a successful learning 
experience not a frustrating one. We 
urge teachers to visit the library and 
see what we have before making mass 
assignments. Too often, we feel mass 
assignments without warning mean 
frustrated 
students, 
frustrated 
parents, frustrated librarians—and we 
would think—frustrated teachers! 
So, students—do yourself a favor— 
and your friends, and the librarians— 
and your teacher. Put this copy of 
Tangents on her desk!

superhighway that makes an almost 
straight run from San Francisco to I m 
Angeles.

CINCINNATI, Ohio (A P) —A second 
suit has been filed challenging the 
constitutionality of a state law that 
bars State Sen. Donald E. “ Buz” 
Lukens from seeking office for fiv e 
years. 
Lukens himself earlier challenged 
the expenses reporting statute when 
Ohio Secretary of State 
Clarence 
Brown refused to accept Lukens’ 
petitions to run in the Republican 
gubernatorial primary. He challenged 
the law in a federal court in Columbus. 
Four Lukens supporters challenged 
the law Thursday in a suit filed in U.S. 
District Court here. 
They said they were depriv ed of 
their right to v ote for, and support 
Lukens in the primary. The action also 
alleged the law, Brown and the Butler 
County Board of elections depriv ed 
Lukens of his constitutional right to his 
profession—politics. 
The elections board and Brown 
barred 
Lukens 
from 
running 
for 
further office last fall. They charged 
he failed to report his campaign ex­ 
penses on time. 
Lukens countered that he did file but 
the report was lost in the U.S. Postal 
Serv ice. He presented what he called a 
“ duplicate” report but it was declared 
to be too late.

In a four-page memorandum, the 
appeals court said: 
“ If the President and the special 
prosecutor agree as to the material 
needed for the grand jury’s func­ 
tioning, the national interest will be 
serv ed. At the same time, neither the 
President nor the special prosecutor 
would in any way hav e surrendered or 
subv erted the principles for which they 
hav e contended.” 
Noting that both Cox and Wright are 
executiv e branch officials chosen 
directly or indirectly by the President, 
the appeals court said its suggestion 
would sidestep Nixon’s objection to 
judicial inspection of the tapes.

By New chief Junta Gains Support In Chile 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Director 
William E. Colby is shaking up the CIA 
in a move to provide himself and 
President Nixon with sharper esti­ 
m ates of U.S. defense needs and 
developments in China, the Soviet 
Union and other sensitive world sec­ 
tors. 
Sworn in only IO days ago, Colby 
plans to surround himself with about IO 
specialists — National Intelligence 
Officers who will be responsible for a 
specific subject, such as strategic 
weapons, or an area, such as China or 
Ixitin America. 
They will replace the prestigious 
panel of “wise old heads” who com­ 
prise the Board of National Estimates, 
which for more than 20 years has been 
responsible for preparing intelligence 
estim ates. 
Through attrition the elite 10-man 
board of ex-ambassadors, admirals 
and generals is now down to five or six 
m em bers including Living Merchant, 
a form er undersecretary of state. 
Remaining at the 
apex of the 
government’s intelligence apparatus 
will be the United States Intelligence 
Board, headed by Colby. Its members 
are drawn from the National Security 
Agency, the Defense Intelligence 
A gency, the T reasu ry and State 
D epartm ents, the A tom ic E nergy 
Commission and the FBI. Army, Navy 
and Air Force intelligence officers 
attend the meetings as “observers.” 
The shakeup comes against a back­ 
drop of criticism that intelligence 
estim ates have been too fuzzy and 
generalized, with dissent lost by the 
time they reach the CIA director. By 
giving a single specialist the re­ 
sponsibility for collating the divergent 
views, Colby hopes to have dissents 
funneled to him. 
He expects to draw most of the IO 
specialists from the CIA. Others may 
come from the Pentagon, the State 
Department or even college campus. 
They will be told they should not 
consider their jobs permanent, that 
they could be moved out within a few 
years, or their subjects or geographic 
areas abolished and others added in 
their place. 
Colby has not made any final choices 
from the three dozen or so candidates 
he 
is 
now 
considering. 
He 
has 
discussed the reorganization with 
several members of Congress, in­ 
cluding Sen. Stuart Symington, D-Mo., 
a prominent critic of some clandestine 
CIA operations but a strong supporter 
of the agency’s intelligence-estimating 
functions.

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SANTIAGO, Chile (AP) - The 
military chieftains who overthrew 
Marxist President Salvador Allende 
gained a 
strong but tem porary 
political base Thursday night. 
The moderate Christian Democratic 
party and the right-wing National 
party, which together won nearly 64 
per cent of the votes when Allende was 
elected in 1970, expressed approval of 
the Tuesday coup. 
The Christian Democrats, Chile’s 
largest party, said the junta’s goal “to 
restore peace between Chileans ...

Price O f Bagels Rouses 
Wrath O f Congressman 


WASHINGTON (AP) 
The price of 
bagels is going up. 


'Hiis single economic fact of eating 
has been brought to the attention of the 
House by Rep. Bertram Podell, D-N.Y. 
He said the price jump has hit hard his 
bagel-loving constituents in New York 
City. 


“The most recent casualty of Phase 
4 is a consum er item that is very 
popular in my district — the bagel,” 
Podell told the House. A bagel is a 
glazed, hard doughnut-shaped 
roll 
made of flour and water. It can be 
eaten by itself or, as often is the case, 
with cream cheese and smoked salmon 
or lox. 
“For the past few years, the price of 
bagels had stabilized at eight to ten 
cents,” he said. 
“Then Mr. Nixon arranged for the 
sale of one-quarter of America’s wheat 
harvest to the Soviet Union, giving 
inside information to a few speculators 
who were thus able to make a fortune 
on the deal. 
“ F inally, 
and 
incredibly, 
the 
President removed all price controls 


on wheat. The result was a substantial 
increase in the cost of flour. As a 
result, my constituents are now paying 
12 to 15 cents for a bagel, an increase of 
between 20 to 50 per cent,” Podell said. 
Podell said that despite the increase 
in price, labor costs and bakers’ profits 
have not risen. 
“The blame lies squarely 
with 
President Nixon and Secretary of 
Agriculture (PDarl) Butz,” Podell said. 
“The noted economist John Kenneth 
Galbraith 
recently 
remarked 
that 
having these men administer price 
controls is analogous to putting the 
Paulist Fathers in charge of a birth 
control clinic,” Podell added. 
Podell said a complete redirection of 
national priorities is needed. “Much 
more is at stake than merely the price 
of bagels. The President’s electoral 
m andate gave him the responsibility to 
represent the interests of all the 
people, not just the wealthy few. “ It is 
time for Mr. Nixon to wake up to the 
realities of the consumers’ nightmare, 
and by his actions to justify the faith 
placed in him by so many Americans,” 
Podell said.

Reports 
from North Lebanon said four Syrian 
planes crashed on Lebanese territory, 
and the pilots escaped unhurt or with 
slight injuries.

NEW YORK (AP) - Shades of 
government control are reported 
falling on the robust church life of 
Korea, including current charges of 
subversive activities against three 
Presbyterian leaders. 
“ Religious liberties are being 
restricted,” says the Rev. Kim Kwan 
Suk, general secretary of the National 
Council of Churches of Korea, who was 
here to confer with U.S. officials and 
churchmen about the problem. 
“Apparently we’re going to have to 
face a real encounter between the 
church and government,” he added in 
an interview. 
Ostensibly, Christianity has been 
thriving in Korea, its growth there in 
contrast to the statistical downturns in 
most Western countries, but the Rev. 
Mr. Kim said recent government 
policies threaten its continued work. 
“Plainclothes detectives now are 
sent each Sunday to monitor ser­ 


mons,” he said. “The government also 
has started keeping surveillance on all 
church activities. Its a sort of growing 
intimidation.” 
The issue was pointed up this past 
summer by a succession of arrests of 
church workers in various situations, 
15 of them altogether, most of them 
since released, but two clergymen and 
a lay evangelist still facing trial. 
Two of them, the Rev. Park Hyung 
Kyu, pastor of a Seoul church, and 
Kwon Ho Kyung. a lay evangelist, are 
said to be specifically accused of 
circulating subversive handbills, say­ 
ing; 
“We have been holding our country 
to a spirit of anticommunism and now, 
alas, 
we 
have 
a 
dictatorship. 
Democracy 
weeps! 
... 
The 
resurrection of democracy is the 
liberation of the people.” 
Reacting to the charges, the 
presbyterian Church in the Republic 


of Korea says: 
“It looks to us as though what they 
intended was nothing more than an 
indirect appeal to the authorities in 
power 
based 
on 
their 
faith 
in 
democracy and in a spirit of an­ 
ticommunism ... led by their Christian 
consciences.” 
The Rev. Mr. Kim, 52, a quiet-spoken 
man who for five years has presided 
over Korea’s interdenominational co­ 
operative organization including 
Presbyterians, Methodists, Anglicans 
and Evangelicals, said it was “very 
risky” for him to criticize the Korean 
government’s actions. 
“But Christians have to take risks,” 
he added. 
He said pressure on the churches 
started last Oct. 17 when President 


Chung Hee Park declared martial law 
and 
subsequent 
constitutional 
revisions that modify the legislative 
assembly and allow him to stay in 
office. 
In the recent arrests, the Rev. Mr. 
Kim said the government apparently 
was try ing to “capitalize on the case 
and show a strong hand of control over 
the churches,” but that the churches 
have reacted strongly against it. 
“ I think the government now 
realizes it made a mistake,” he said, 
adding that he was optimistic that the 
jailed ministers would be let off. 
Of Korea's 32 million population, 
about 3.6 million are church members, 
about 3 million Protestsnts and 600,000 
Roman Catholics with the churches 
growing vigorously in recent years.

There have been limited reciprocity 
plans between states but the Min- 
nesota-W isconsin arran g em en t is 
ap p aren tly the first nonrestricted 
agreement. Wisconsin had previously 
accepted Minnesota students only up 
to the number of its residents who went 
to Minnesota. 


The new plan sets no limit on the 
numbers who can cross the border to 
go to school. 


Thus far. the student movement has 
been m ostly from M innesota to 
Wisconsin. More than 1,800 Minnesota 
students have signed up at Wisconsin 
universities. More than 900 Wis- 
consonites have headed west to 
Minnesota. 


Tile cash saving for students is 
significant. 
A Minnesota student attending the 
University of Wisconsin would have 
paid $1,906 under the old nonresident 
rate. Now he gets by for $558. the same 
as a Wisconsin resident. 
At the University of Minnesota. 
Wisconsin and Minnesota residents 
have a base tuition in liberal arts of 
$930 for three quarters. Others pay 
$1,476. 
With the college boom’ over, IxHh 
states had empty dormitory rooms. 
The cross-border influx won t take up 
all the slack but officials call the new 
students a welcome addition. 
The arrangem ent called a “common 
m arket" stemmed from an agreement 
tx*tween Anderson and Gov. Patrick J. 
iAieey of Wisconsin. It was tossed into 
the laps of educators as an ac­ 
complished fact.

use telephones to bring a friendly voice 
to unattended elderly persons in the 
San Francisco Bay area — and 
sometimes save their lives. 
“ We get very attached to them, 
although we never see them,” says 
Tele-Care 
chairman 
Barbara 
Boscovich. 
Each day, a different trio of callers 
makes the rounds among the aged, 
whom they call Tele-Pets, exchanging 
friendly banter and making sure 
they’re all right. 
‘‘It’s amazing the number of people 
who don’t receive calls at all,” she 
says. “Ours might be the only call they 
receive in a week. “The Tele-Pets 
build up a closeness with the lady who 
calls on Monday or the lady that calls 
on Tuesday. It forms a regular pattern 
in their lives.” 
If no one answers, an alternate — a 
relative, neighbor or building manager 
— is called and asked to check on the 
person. 
“ We have about 40 to 50 real 
emergencies a yea.* — usually when 
someone falls,” Mrs. Boscovich said. 
She recalled one Tele-Pet in San 
Leandro who didn’t answer her phone. 
The volunteer called the alternate, this 
time the police, who found the woman 
in a diabetic coma. She received life­ 
saving treatment in time. 
“ If elderly people can’t provide at 
least one alternate, we have to turn 
them away. It’s the only way we have 
of checking on them,” Mrs. Boscovich 
said. 
The volunteers, about 30 mostly 
middle-aged housewives and retired 
women, make morning calls seven 
days a week. AU are members of Her­ 
rick’s Volunteer Guild, which started 
Tele-Care in 1970. 


Canada Records 
Largest Monthly 


Living Increase 


OTTAWA (A P) — Canada recorded 
its largest monthly rise in living costs 
in more than 22 years in August, a leap 
of 1.3 per cent that was certain to bring 
criticism of Prime Minister Pierre 
Elliott Trudeau’s proposals to combat 
inflation. 
The August increase was led by a 3.2 
per cent boost in food costs, the largest 
in that category in 13 months. 
Statistics Canada, which reported 
the figures, said the over-all 1.3 per 
cent hike in living costs was the 
steepest since February 1951, during 
the Korean War. 
The latest hike pushed living costs 
up 8.3 per cent above a year earlier, 
also the steepest annual rise since 1951.

outing he hosted for the Statehouse 
news corps, came down the steps of the 
governor’s mansion brandishing a 
hand-crafted Kentucky Rifle at 
reporters and their guests 
“ All right,” he said, “ now let s have 
a news conference.’’

“ The basic solution to the flood 
problems,” he said, “ lies in a com­ 
bination of prudent land use and flood 
insurance, not in ever increasing 
public expenditures for governmental 
flood control projects such as channel 
modification, levees and reservoirs.”

Ohio (API - The 
legislature that left Ohio’s Capitol last 
week after about eight months of 
deliberation apparently forgot no one 
with regard to a pay increase. Even 
the pages got a raise. 
Everyone from the governor and 
other officials elected state-w ide, 
members of the legislature, judges 
throughout the state, more than 70,000 
state employes, and those in county 
welfare departments were voted a 
boost. 
On the last day of the session, 
someone pointed out that the pages in 
the House had been overlooked. The 
matter was taken care of promptly 
with a House resolution that raised the 
salaries of the schoolboy aides from 
$2.75 to $3.00 an hour. 
The Senate earlier gave its pages the 
same increase.

lawmakers voted for leaders of the two 


chambers. It had been the intent to 
boost the salary for that position to 
$18,500 a year — $1,000 more than 
regular legislators will receive, ef­ 
fective Jan. I, 1975. They currently 
receive $14,000. 
Democrats, who control the House, 
introduced a bill to correct the over­

legislative pay raise originally hinted 
they wanted another shot at the entire 
bill. 
Democratic leaders pointed out that 
since the other leaders and members 
won t get their increases until 1975 
anyway, there will be time to take the 
matter up again next year 
Rep. 
William L. Mallory, D-23 Cincinnati, is 
the current assistant majority leader 
but could not qualify for the raise 
unless he is re-elected to a new two- 
year term in 1974.

On Books And Activities At The Library 


Psst! Hey Teachers! Students! 
Parents! Somebody out there! It’s that 
time of year again. Lessons. Assign­ 
ments in the Library. We are back on 
our winter schedule again, and already 
young people and parents have been 
coming in seeking material. We are 
sure many of the situations that arise 
are due to a lack of communication — 
teachers to students — students to 
parents — teachers to librarians — 
librarians to teachers. 
We have tried various ways of 
getting our message across — and 
have failed or been unheeded. So in 
spite of two unpacked boxes of new 
books we could talk about, we decided 
to face our annual lack of com­ 
munication problem head-on. 
Teachers, you can help students use 
the library by. . , 
Checking with the library before 
making assignments to be sure the 
necessary materials are available. 
Encouraging students to write down 
assignments in class. Sometimes these 
are not transmitted accurately to the 
librarian. 
Providing lists of assignm ents, 
questions, and reading lists for the 
librarian to use in the library. Lists 
should allow flexibility in required and 
voluntary reading. 
Teaching pupils how to use the card 
catalog, the 
R eader’s Guide 
to 
Periodical literature, and the index in 
a book. 
Explaining that on many current 
topics, information will be found only 
in magzines. The library has only 
general periodicals published in the 
last three years. 
Realizing 
that 
assignm ents 
requiring many pupils to use the same 
book creates problems. Notify the 
librarian so that she may limit the loan 
period of material on assigned sub­ 
jects. When the library is unable to 
supply 
information 
on 
a 
specific 
assignment, a form will be given to the 
student to inform the teacher of this. 
Encouraging 
the 
use 
of 
the 
photocopier (IO cents per page) and 
reminding students that the removal of 
pages from books or magazines is an 
offense punishable by law 
Having one student, or a small 
committee rather than the entire class 
be 
asked to contribute statistics, 
pictures, or a story to the class. 
Accepting facts from encyclopedias, 
which sometimes offer the best or only 
material. 
We do think it is important to 
remember what a public library is. A 
generally accepted definition is — "A 
library which provides free library 
service of a general nature to the 
people of the community.” Note the 
three points — service without charge; 
service general in nature; service for 
all people. Providing service of a 
general nature for all people, places a 
restriction upon providing extensive, 
specialized 
m aterial—such 
as 
curriculm back up material. This is a 
primary function of your school 
libraries. We cannot provide enough 
geographies on Africa, Tanzania, 
Botswana-of the type which has just 
once a 
year 
circulation-without 
depriving other residents of the county 
of wanted recreational and in­ 
formational materials. 
We had one meeting in the Spring 
with the school librarians to discuss 
our mutual problems—lack of money,

inadequate collections, lack of com­ 
munication—especially with teachers. 
We are planning other meetings for 
this fall and next year to better co­ 
ordinate our efforts and prevent un­ 
necessary duplication of materials. . 
Your school librarians are eager to 
cooperate with you. Make them aware 
of your needs. It is just possible they 
have the exact information you want, 
or can tell you where to obtain it. 
Now it’s time to hop off our soap box! 
We couldn’t help it after our encounter 
last night with some frustrated parents 
and children. Because they asked, we 
were able to help them a little. But 
many do not ask, and go away 
defeated. 
From one of our education courses, 
we seem to remember that the best 
way to educate a child—or anyone is to 
motivate him to want to learn and find 
out for himself. This means helping 
students have a successful learning 
experience not a frustrating one. We 
urge teachers to visit the library and 
see what we have before making mass 
assignments. Too often, we feel mass 
assignments without warning mean 
frustrated 
students, 
frustrated 
parents, frustrated librarians—and we 
would think—frustrated teachers! 
So, students—do yourself a favor— 
and your friends, and the librarians— 
and your teacher.

CINCINNATI, Ohio (A P)-A judge, 
who threw out 19 obscenity cases here 
Thursday, said the Ohio General 
Assembly should rewrite the obscenity 
laws during its special session. 


Clinton County Common Pleas Court 
Judge Paul E. Riley, sitting as a 
special judge in Hamilton County 
Common Pleas Court, ruled that 
Ohio’s present obscenity laws “ are 
vague and too general.” 


He was called in at the request of 
five Hamilton County Common Pleas 
Court judges to hear arguments in all 
the cases which were on file before 
June 21. 


On that date, the U.S. Supreme Court 
ruled that obscenity cases should be 
judged on standards for local commu­ 
nities. 


Judge Riley cited the decision in his 
three-page ruling. He said the decision 
orders the states to specifically 
describe what is prohibited. 


Hamilton County Prosecutor Simon 
I>eis Jr. argued that the present laws 
were specific enough. 
He has 40 other obscenity cases 
pending in Hamilton County Municipal 
Court and the First U.S. District Court 
of Appeals.

U.S. Rejects 
Opium Deal 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The United 
States has rejected an alleged offer by 
Burmese guerrilla leaders of 400 tons 
of opium in exchange for $13 million 
and U.S. support in obtaining some 
independence for the remote Shan 
States from the rest of the Union of 
Burma. 
The offer allegedly was made by an 
emissary of the guerrillas to Rep 
laster Wolff, D-N.Y., cha milan of a 
House narcotics subcommittee, in 
Bangkok last month. Wolff said he 
relayed it to U.S. Embassy, CIA and 
U.S. narcotics agents with the 
suggestion that they study it. 
State Department officials com­ 
mented that it would be nice to think 
that there is a magic $13 million 
solution 
to the opium smuggling 
problem. 
They said that acceptance of the 
offer would do far more harm than 
good and would poison U.S. relations 
with Burma and neighboring Thailand. 
Wolff said the proposal came from 
Gen. 14) Hsing Hang, leader of the local 
defense forces and the self-styled 
president of the Shan States Unity 
Action Committee and Shan States 
Progress Party. 
Since allegedly making it, I jo has 
been arrested by the 
Burmese 
government and is being held for a 
variety of charges including treason, 
and murder. 
U.S. officials here said that dealing 
with I/) would be the same as dealing 
with a Mafia chieftain, and they 
wanted no part of it.

The elections board and Brown 
barred Lukens from running for 
further office last fall.

Lukens countered that he did file but 
the report was lost in the U.S. Postal 
Service. He presented what he called a 
"duplicate" report but it was declared 
to be too late.

He also asserts that 
the tradition of executive privilege 
shields the confidentiality of a 
president’s communications with his 
aides. 
In a four-page memorandum, the 
appeals court said. 
"If the President and the special 
prosecutor agree as to the material 
needed for the grand jury’s func­ 
tioning, the national interest will be 
served. At the same time, neither the 
President nor the special prosecutor 
would in any way have surrendered or 
subverted the principles for which they 
have contended.” 
Noting that both Cox and Wright are 
executive branch officials chosen 
directly or indirectly by the President, 
the appeals court said its suggestion 
would sidestep Nixon’s objection to 
judicial inspection of the tapes.
